Mr. Weeks died without recovering 


consciousness

the coma into 


which he had lapsed early 
Sunday. 


Mrs. Weeks , his son Clair, and Mrs. 
John Washington Davidge, his daugh- 
ter were at'the bedside when the end 
came. 


Throughout weary hours of. watch- 


ing they had never ceased to hope 
that he would rally sufficiently-to bid 
them farewell, "but the 
pulse which 


had grown feeble continued to fail and 
soon death was but a matter of hours. 


When the coma came, 'Dr. R. E. 


Wilder of Whitefield, personal physi- 
cian to Mr. Weeks, advised members 
of the family that the end was near 
and the expectation slight that the 
former secretary could throw off its 
spell. 


Announcement . of the . death was 


made to the Associated Press by Mr. 
Weeks' son shortly before 6 o'clock. 


Mr. Weeks illness became critical 


several days-ago from a tumor on an 
artery in the. brain. He has been in 
failing health since 1325 when tie un- 
derwent an operation for gall stones.

Arsenal Blast Changes 


Towns To No-Man's Land 


Kockaway, N. J. — CW —Refugees1 


from the shell rocked area surround- 
ing the burning navy ammunition de- 
pot at Lake Denmark returned Mon- 
day to find their homes a war torn no 
man's land.' 


The explosion which destroyed the 


arsenal and rained death on nearby 
towns in two days of fiery bombard- 
ment, has wiped out an entire town, 
and made of a peaceful mining valley 
a devastated' area as desolate as those 
of the Argonne. 


Ten square miles about the 'arsenal 


is an excavated area. Its roads guard- 
ed by sentries, their bayonets, fixed 
and rifles loaded. Refugees creeping 
back to their ruined homes to search 
for their treasures, to find pet animals, 
to. reclaim whatever of .their . posses- 
sions, have been saved, have been al- 
lowed to pass. Ambulances : of 
the 


red Across on another search, <and 
moving kitchens of the army and out- 
er traffic allowed.in the grim area. 


Rockaway and Dover, larger towns 


at the foot of the valley at whose head 
the arsenal burns, have suffered their 
damages.. Shattered windows along 
the streets, some now boarded up by 
the inhabitants, wrecked walls and 
crowded hospitals and relief stations 
make of 'these • towns the outposts of 
the war section. - • 


As 'one advances up' the valley! the 


destruction grows steadily worse. Dov- 
er, about two miles south, over the 
brow of the hilt from the burning ar- 


senal is a dramatic Verdun. 'None of 
the homes of its meagre mining pop- 
ulation has escaped. Floors caved in 
and dropped to the cellar, window af- 
ter window shattered, walls wrecked 
and little dwellings destroyed marked 
the path of exploding shells. 


Brigadier General Drum after an 


inspection last night ordered the town 
evacuated. All through the night and 
Monday morning 12 and 14 inch shells 
continued to burst in the ruined 
streets. 


'Monday morning the 
inhabitants 


began to creep back to look over the 
ruins. An old woman came back on a 
pathetic 'search for her cow. Many 
sought dogs, cats, or chickens. 
" War time heroism of the animal 
kingdom recorded itself in such little 
incidents as the finding of a shepherd 
dog within the shell studded reserva- 
tion." standing watch over his dead 
mate. 


Throughout the upper part of the 


valley exploding shells have-left holes 
a yard in diameter. One falling in the 
center of the army post golfr links 
drove a deep well into well kept green. 


While Red Cross workers in Morris- 


town and Dover labored at the work 
of sorting the children of families sep- 
arated' in the frenzied flight from the 
burning arsenal. • Victims of shell 
shock presented- one of the::saddest 
spectacles in the hospitals' and relief 
stations. -Persons otherwise unhurt 
were dazed • into mental incoherence 
and wandered about lost until rescu- 
ers' took them in hand.

substitute dictatorships, communism, an- 
archism and socialism. In every part of 
the world these forces are working clay 
by day and night by night to undermine 
confidence in the republic, in the limited 
monarchy, and to substitute a desire on 
the part of the people to try new forms of 
government, warranted to cure all the so- 
cial and economic evils of the age. 


"AVe have got to prove our right to ex- 


istence or else give way to communism 
and fascism.'' says Dr. Butler. 
AVe all 


arc put to it to improve our own forms of 
government or else yield to our critics.1' 
In other words, we must be active, not 
passive, advocates and enthusiasts for the 
republican form of government as we 
know it today. 
If we are merely pas- 


sive there is no wall consciously erected 
against the insidious propaganda of the 
advocators of these oilier governments. 


What Dr. Butler is of course pointing 


out to us is the fact that we arc criminal- 
ly negligent of tjie responsibilities which 
we owe .our government.
